Stop criticizing trivial 
things with sterotyped reactions—long hair isn't necessarily 
dirty, bare feet don't make a bum. 8. Be careful not to dictate 
the decisions youth should make itself. 9. Don't threaten by 
withholding money. 10. Above all, create the feeling that 
home is a sanctuary, where youth—no matter how things are 
going—will be accepted, respected and loved. (Hey, maybe 
parents should read this column!)

German System of Free 
Dentistry Has Drawbacks

Staid Old 
City Goes 
for Exposure 


By DON NORTH 


ST. 
PETERSBURG, 
Fla. 


(AP) - "The female breast will 
be exposed here," the sign says. 
The scene is not Las Vegas, San 
Francisco or New York. It is 
staid old St. Petersburg. 


In bold, black letters, the sign 


forewarns that no pasties, nets 
or fringes hamper the torso 
movements of entertainers at 
the Cock and Bull Club, where 
topless go-go girls are denting' 
the city's reputation as a strait- 
laced haven for the elderly. 


Seven nights a week the club 


is packed with patrons, male 
and female, who must assert 
beforehand that toplessness will 
not corrupt their morals or out- 
rage their sense of public de- 
cency. 


It was on the issues of morals 


and decency that John Taylor, 
38, owner of the club, broke 
Florida's main statutory ban on 
topless entertainment and, in 
effect, made it legal statewide. 


Last May, Taylor, an ex-disc 


jockey, decided to make his 
club topless and found four vol- 
unteers among his eight go-go 
girls. 


Taylor invited sheriff's depu- 


ties to the first performances 
and, as he expected, officers 
arrested him and the dancers 
for disorderly conduct. 


With a request for a jury trial, 


the case went to criminal court 
but was never prosecuted. The 
state spent weeks questioning 
patrons in an effort to build a 
case on the morals and decency 
statute, then gave up. 


Prosecutor Alan R. Williams 


said: "Alter three months we 
came up with a list of six wit- 
nesses. Two said they were em- 
barrassed but not shocked. All 
admitted there had been an an- 
nouncement that such a per- 
formance was coming. Two said 
they went back the next night." 


Williams said the Florida law, 


as it is worded, Is not sufficient 
to make it a crime to expose the 
female breast. "The U.S. Su- 
preme Court has said many 
times that nudity itself is not 
obscene," 


Taylor pays his dancers $150 a 


week — about half again what a 
secretary could expect to earn, 
And the money is the big draw 
for the girls.

I know where you can get 


your dentistry done free. You 
don't have to pay the dentist 
one cent! Free fillings, extrac- 
tions, false teeth, etc. There's 
a slight hitch though; you 
have to live in West Germany. 


"Free" dentistry is not with- 


out certain drawbacks, I dis- 
covered on a recent visit. For 
instance you may be one of 
60 or so patients that your 
dentist treats every day; you 
may have to wait most of the 
afternoon b e f o r e he gets 
around to you, and when he 
does, your appointment may 
be limited to 15 minutes, often 
less. 


Patients are whisked in and 


out so fast it reminds one den- 
tist of speeding along a road 
and seeing a sign naming a 
town. Just about the time 
you've made out the name— 
"Burgsville" —ZOOM! You've 
passed it. 


Dentists are too busy to 


clean teeth, especially 
since 


they're not paid enough for 
it. Dental hygienists don't ex- 
ist. Recalling patients at reg- 
ular intervals for examination 
and cleaning is not done; it's 
considered unethical by many 
dentists. 


Patients usually visit den- 


tists when they're in trouble. 
They don't phone first; they 
just pop in any old time. Peak 
load arrives between 4 to 7 
p.m. and waiting rooms get 
jammed with patients waiting 
their turn, in order of arrival. 


Practically all patients are 


members of some form of 
state m e d i c a l and dental 
health insurance plan. Earned 
income determines cost to pa- 
tient and fees paid the dentist. 
Unmarried workers may pay 
as much as 20 per cent of 
their income for health insur- 
ance; married wage earners 
with large families as little as 
5 per cent. 


In theory everyone is sup- 


posed to receive the same 
quality dental treatment, but 
dentists freely admit that pa- 
tients belonging to more ex- 
pensive insurance plans are 
likely to get more and better 
treatment. 


Dentists are paid by insur- 


ance bureaus and there are no 
bad debts. But paper work is 
time-consuming and profitless. 
Forms must be filled out each 
month and they must be ac- 
curate. Even minor errors,

omissions, etc., can delay pay- 
ment for months. 


There are very few special- 


ists. In Pirmasens, a city of 
about 60,000. there is no resi- 
dent orthodontist. 


This system of state den- 


tistry has been in existence 
in Germany for many years. 
Generations of patients and 
dentists know no other way. 
Some say it's of great benefit 
to humanity. Others say it 
limits quality of dentistry and 
stifles dental education.

noon, but not a sport. 


"Water sports in general 


get fair coverage," said Mel 
Zikes, a former West Coast 
sports writer and competition 
outboard driver, "but out- 
board racing is a solid sport, 
a scientific sport, and it's get- 
ting to be just as competitive 
as the Indianapolis 500. 


"A major sports car race 


might be a better analogy. 
You h a v e several different 
classes running at one time 
—single engines with small 
displacement, t w o engines, 
three engines, plus the differ- 
ent hull concepts.

Lake Havasu City has been 


the site of the world outboard 
championship for the past 
three years, and probably will 
continue to be its home until 
(and if) outboard racing reach- 
es such dimensions that other 
areas demand the chance to 
stage it. 


The lake was formed by 


the building of Parker Dam 
on the Lower Colorado River 


between Arizona and Cali- 
fornia. The city is only three 
years old and is being de- 
veloped by the McCulloch 
Corp., which, not incidental- 
ly, happens to produce out- 
board motors. 


So far as the six-hour world 


championship endurance race 
is concerned the competition 
is completely open. Chrysler, 
Evinrude, Johnson and Mer- 
cury engines are well-repre- 
sented, often in factory teams.

including Schulze and drivers 
from three o t h e r foreign 
countries.

Associates of Wilson reported 


that he was pessimistic about 
the outcome. 


The two leading antagonists in 


the 13-month-old rebellion that 
threatens to tear the common- 
wealth apart went aboard the 
cruiser Tiger during the night 
as she lay at anchor in the rain- 
lashed Bay of Algeciras west of

age caused by members. 


Members now have roughly 


47,000 acres of farmland, in the

era! Electric Co, said a survey 
of routes between New York 
and six of the nation's largest 
cities showed that air travel 
time had decreased an average 
of 50 per cent since 1948. 


But, he said, the passenger 


hasn't saved much time because 
the ground travel time between 
airport and downtown has in- 
creased by the same percentage 
due to congested roads. 


The cities are Los Angeles,

Food Price 
Drop Not 
Likely Soon

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


new chairman of the House Ag- 
riculture Committee says there 
is no likelihood of any immedi- 
ate drop in food prices but this 
situation may ultimately work 
out better for the housewife. 


"In the long run, the prices of 


food depend on supply, and sup- 
ply depends on whether the 
farmer gets a reasonable return 
for his work," says W.R. (Bob) 
Poage, who hails from the cot- 
ton and farming area of central 
Texas.

long held by Rep, Harold D, 
Cooley of North Carolina, Coo.

Poage reasons this way: 
"If prices of food products are 


maintained at a reasonable, sta- 
ble level, the farmer will step 
up production, and in that way, 
a price satisfactory to the farm* 
er and reasonable to the con- 
sumer is maintained. 


"If the price the farmer re., 


ceives is too low, he will cut 
down on production, and a seri- 
ous shortage may result, bring- 
ing skyrocketing prices. Then 
the consumer really gets hurt." 


U,S. farmers, he told an inter- 


viewer, do a masterful job of 
keeping the country 
supplied 


with food, and also add to the 
nation's economy by producing 
for export. But only about a 
third of the price the consumer 
pays reaches the farmer, he 
says. The rest goes to proces* 
sors, distributors and retailers, 
and for handling expenses and 
incidental costs such as fancy 
packaging.

Not steel, not oil, not 
even AT & T. The biggest busi- 
ness is illegal gambling. 
We 


aren't speaking now of horse 
racing, dog racing, or the slot 
machines and dice games at Las 
Vegas. They are legalized milk- 
ing of the public's pocketbook 
and amount to several billion dol- 
lars. Yet, hard as it is for many 
to realize, Americans gambled 
many;times.jthat much illegally in 
1966.

gambling exists 


because society wants it. Looks 
like that's true.

lawlessness 


throughout our country is blamed 
on 
Public 
Attitude. Chicago 


Police Superintendent Orlando W. 
Wilson said, "There is not only 
lack of respect for police author- 
ity, but for all out institutions — 
our courts, the church, parents, 
the 
home . . . People today 


simply seem insistent on being 
above authority." Perhaps the 
actions of some with "authority" 
have diminished the respect for 
others. For instance, organized 
crime pays more money to the 
police to look the other way than 
the American taxpayer pays to the 
police to do their Job. 


"What can be done?" the 


average citizen wants to know. 
"What kind of protection can a 
local 
merchant have 
against 


crime?" many asked after 
a 


recent news story 
regarding 


shoplifting. To discuss this pro- 
blem which arises most often dur- 
ing the joyous season of Christ- 
mas, a group of merchants met 
during the last week. We know 
what they talked about, but we

to 
remedy the 


situation. After all, crooks read 
newspapers, too, and we don't 
want to open any more doors to 
them, so it's just as well we 
can't reveal any local plan of 
action.

Seeks More 
Punishment 
for Shoplifter 


The following letter is a copy 


of one written to Prosecuting 
Attorney John Goodson by City 
Attorney James H. Pilkinton in 
regard to Melba Muldrow, charg- 
ed here earlier this week with 
shoplifting. The letter follows: 


"I am writing to you in my 


capacity as City Attorney of the 
City of Hope, and desire to refer 
to you for investigation, andpro- 
secutlon, a felony case against the 
above party which has come to the 
attention of the Hope Police De- 
partment. 


"Melba Muldrow was caught 


shop-lifting in Hope on November 
28th, with a "take" on that date 
from several stores of less than 
$35.00 from each. We also made 
a shop-lifting case against her for 
"takes" on November 26, the 
Saturday before, for amounts less 
than $35.00. Those particular 
cases were tried in Hope Muni- 
cipal Court on last Tuesday, and 
sentence passed on those cases 
only. 


"In the course of the investi- 


gation of the two cases mentioned 
above, the'police uncovered more 
than $1,000.00 worth of other 
merchandise that this person had 
taken from stores at Hope and 
Prescott over a period of years 
and at various times. 
In most 


instances, she would take less 
than $35.00 worth at a time; how- 
ever, 
on 
one occasion last 


summer, when in Hope, she stole 
a watch from the Rephan's De- 
partment Store valued at $50.00. 
As I understand it, she admits to 
this offense which, of course, is 
a felony and this is the case I 
am referring to your office. 


"Some of the Merchants in 


Hope and Prescott feel very 
strongly about this matter, and 
want this defendant sent to the 
pen. 
Of course, as you know, 


my office and the city police can- 
not prosecute 
her on a felony 


charge, or for offenses which 
happened 
at Prescott. I have 


promised the Chief of 
Police 


here, and some of the local busi- 
ness men that I sould call this 
matter to the attention of your 
office."

Blackwell 
Named to 
Commission 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov.- 


elect Wlnthrop Rockefeller an- 
nounced Friday 
that he would 


appoint former state Sen. Lawr- 
ence Blackwell of Pine Bluff to 
the 
Arkansas 
Highway Com- 


mission, a choice he said Was 
symbolic of the spirit of the 
Mack-Blackwell Amendment. 


Rockefeller 
said 
Blackwell 


would succeed Wayne Hampton 
of Stuttgart, the commission 
chairman whose 10-year term 
expires in January. 


The 
governor-elect 
told 


news conference that the ap- 
pointment was in line with his 
pledge to choose the best per- 
sons he could for administra- 
tive positions. 


Blackwell's name is linked 


with one of the most prominent 
pieces of legislation in the state 
in the last 20 years—the Mack- 
Blackwell 
Amendment, 
which 


was designed to take control of 
the Highway Department out of 
the governor's office. 


Blackwell was a co-author of 


the 
amendment, 
which 
was 


adopted 
in 1952. Later, 
he 


served 33 months on the High- 
way Commission by appoint- 
ment of Gov. Orval Faubus, 
filling the unexpired term of 
Cecil Lynch, who died in 1958. 
Blackwell 
served 
from 1947 


through 1955 in the state Sen- 
ate. 


"I feel highly complimented 


and appreciate the confidence 
Mr. Rockefeller has indicated 
he has in me," Blackwell said. 
"I do have more than just a 
passing interest in our highway 
affairs." 


Blackwell declined comment 


on charges against the highway 
department leveled during the 
campaign. 


Rockefeller has been at odds 


with the; Highway Commission 
since h'is .general election cam- 
paign against Jim Johnson. He 
once said he would fire the 
"whole 
blankety-blank" com- 


mission and later said he would 
force the resignations of the 
commissioners. 


He hinted again Friday that 


he had information that would 
make some of the commission- 
ers 
want to resign if the in- 


formation 
were 
correct. 
He 


said, however, that his com- 
ment that he would fire the en- 
tire commission was a "frivoli- 
ty" that newsmen too too seri- 
ously. 


Rockefeller's appearance at 


the news conference was his 
first since returning to the state 
Thursday. He had been vaca- 
tioning in Florida after sahking 
a severe cold that had bothered 
him since shortly after the Nov. 
8 election. 


On other subjects, Rockefel- 


ler said he would meet with 
some Legislative Council mem- 
bers Sunday to discuss budget 
matters. 
The council offered 


earlier this week to lend him 
assistance. 


He repeated that he would 


have his budget recommenda- 
tions ready Dec. 12. 


Rockefeller also said he still 


hoped to provide teachers with 
a $500 annual salary increase 
in each of the next two years, 
although the Education Depart- 
ment "is real tricky," 


Asked if he would appoint any 


Negroes to top-level jobs, the 
governor-elect replied: "I will 
make appointments on the bas- 
is of merit. I have no attitude 
for or against hiring them." 


He said that at the moment 


budget problems were the most 
pressing. He said he didn't 
know when he would announce 
another appointment.
